The “Closed Shop” 
At this writing the United States 


government is in full authority at 
the Kearny, New Jersey, ship build- 
ing plant... formerly operated by 
the federal shipbuilding and dry-! 
dock company, a United States 
steel subsidiary. 

This is the second time during the 
present emergency that the govern- 
ment was required to step in and 
take over. The last affair, a west 
coast incident, occurred at one of 
our Los Angeles plane factories. 


This latest step by President 
Roosevelt, one that is getting 
plenty of criticism from the monied 
boys, evens the score. The army 
took over in southern California 
when some “red hots,” valley CIO 
group leaders, ignored the request 
of the government and their own 
officials and led the workers out 
on strike ...a strike that was put 
into effect while their own repre-

pose of negotiation. The union was 


wrong ... the government stepped 
in... and that was that. The 
Kearny “take-over”, as previously 


stated, evens the score. The U. S. 
steel, always anti-union, refused to} 
accept the compromise proposal as 
offered by the U. S. mediation 
board. The union did accept the 
compromise. 

The strike was a result of the 
company’s refusal to accept the 
mediation board’s proposal which 
included a maintainnance of mem- 
bership clause. The union originally 
demanded the closed shop. The 
maintainance of membership provi- 
sion is, in effect, the closed shop, if 
and when, and only then, all work- 


ers are already members of the 
union. 
To anyone familiar with this 


problem, such a clause is absolutely 
fair and is certainly in accord with 
American principles and union 
agreement, agree that they will 
maintain their same relation inso- 
far as that agreement is concerned 
during the length of the agree- 
ment. Without such a_ provision 
the employer is in dire jeopardy, at 
all times, of having disgruntled 
workers, or paid trouble makers, 
disunite themselves as parties to 
the agreement and thereby cause | 
untold trouble to the union and em- | 
ployer as well. 

It is good to note that exactly the | 
same kind of a clause as that pro- 
posed by the U. S. mediation board 
in the Kearny affair, was recently 
signed by the paint makers’ union 
in San Francisco with some thirty 
paint manufacturers ... many with 
national connections. This “new” 
position by the San Francisco paint | 
industry, a position which might be 
added, averted a strike in that city, 
is gratifying. It means that the last

The city of Reading first made 
the contention that the firemen 
were not city employees on the

! grounds that they were hired by 


the volunteer associations which 
control the fire departments and 
do the hiring and firing, with the 
jcity doing the actual paying of sal- 
aries, The court, however, after 
seeing a photostatic copy of a pay 
check, decided that the firemen 
were city employees and directed 
the city to conform with the state 
convinced, so appealed the case on 
convinced, so it appeal the case on 
the grounds that the men were not 
firemen inasmuch as they were 
drivers of apparatus and should be 
classed as chauffeurs. The court, 
however, again decided in favor of 
the firemen with a decision that 
drivers of fire apparatus who per- 
formed the duties of firemen were 
firemen, with the result that the 
firemen of that city, thanks to the 
fact that the international associa- 
tion interceded on behalf of 42 fire- 
men and spent more than seven 
thousand dollars to establish their 
rights, are now enjoying the same 
treatment as accorded firemen in 
other cities. 

In the state of Pennsylvania most 
of the cities are controlled by vol- 
unteer firemen who own the houses
